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CONSERVATION. 


Conservation is a big word with a' 
big meaning. It covers a multitude of 
activities and touches a multitude of 
problems. 
These latter increase with 
the years. 
The march of events and 
the progress of invention add to them 
almost daily. 
The New York Herald 
refers to one of the 
new 
problems 
which confront 
the 
conservationist 
when it points out the danger to the 
food supply involved in the new meth­ 
ods now being employed in the fish­ 
eries. Says the Herald: 
“When the fishermen go out nowa­ 
days they send an airship ahead to 
spy out the schools of herring or blues 
or sardines they seek. . 
“They also let down microphones in 
the water to bring to their ears the 
sound made by the fish 
swimming, 
just as our sailors in the war let down 
microphones in the water to detect the 
German submarines. 
“When the lookouts on the airships 
see the fish they send the news to the 
fishermen by 
wireless telegraph 01 
wireless telephone. 
When the listen­ 
er at the microphone hears the fish he 
telephones to the skipper. 
“Then the fishermen, their feet on 
the deck of a splendid modem ship, 
start for the catch. They have every 
modern appliance for taking the fish, 
and they make short work of a school 
when they reach it. 
“The fish have no modem improve­ 
ments with which to overcome the ad­ 
vantages man derives from his inven­ 
tive genius and from his control of 
natural forces. It is going to be inter­ 
esting to see how the numbers of fish 
will be affected by the use of new ma­ 
chinery in their pursuit. 
“Men still alive 
remember when 
bluefish were so plentiful in Nantuck­ 
et Sound they were used as fertilizer. 
There are few bluefish in that sound 
now. Perhaps man will succeed in 
doing to the fish of the sea what he 
has done to the buffalo of our plains, 
and what he came near doing to the 
Alaskan seals; exterminate them.” 
It is all very well to say that the 
fish of the sea can never be extermi­ 
nated. Men used to say the same thing 
about the buffalo. 
There are fish of 
the sea which have already been sad­ 
ly depleted and there is no telling 
what will happen to this immeasur­

of man's food 
supply if the principle of conserva- 
. lion is not invoked in time to offset in 
some measutie the destructive effects 
of the new; methods 
which science 
and invention have made possible. 
One of the New York papers print­ 
ed the other day in its Sunday supple­ 
ment a photograph of an airplane rac­ 
ing at full speed through a flock of 
wild ducks in the air. 
The whirring 
propeller of 
the

killed the 
ducks, it was explained, and a motor­ 
boat picked up the dead birds. 
How 
long will the wild ducks of the United 
States survive if they are slaughtered 
in this fashion? 
How long will it be 
before the wild duck has joined the 
extinct wild pigeon? 
In these modern days the conserva­ 
tionist has his work cut out for him. 
The more civilized we become, the 
more proficient we grow in destroying 
forever the natural resources of this 
fruitful earth on 
which mankind is 
privileged to live only so long as he 
shows intelligence enough to refrain 
from disturbing fatally 
the natural 
conditions necessary for his existence.

STUTE RID DE ASKED 
• . FOR COUNTY FAIRS 
Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 29.— 
Representatives of county fair as­ 
sociations, who held a meeting here 
Wednesday night have agreed upon 
a bill to be presented to the legis­ 
lature providing for state aid for 
county fairs. 
The bill is 
being 
drafted. 
It was recommended that 
the law enacted in 1913 and which 
has since been held unconstitution­ 
al by the supreme court of the 
state, be repealed and a new law 
enacted with a view to fostering 
not only county fairs but also ap- 
pying in a limited way to counties 
where agricultural exhibitions are 
held that have not yet reached the 
full dignity of a county fair. 
The pla|i approved provides for 
the state to refund to fair and ex­ 
position organizations a sum equal 
to 15 per cent of th6 premiums 
without any restrictions or condi­ 
tions and that an additional 15 per 
cent be made available on condition 
that county courts give a sum equal 
to the whole 30 per cent, thus re­ 
funding 60 per cent of the county 
fair premiums. 
A statem ent issued by Jewell 
Mayes, secretary of the state board 
of agriculture, who met the fair 
organization representatives, is to 
the effect that “without state aid 
the county fair is doomed w*hile 
with state aid of the kind outlined, 
county fairs will flourish as they 
are already doing in some states 
where state aid is available. 
Mr. Mayes was the administra­ 
tion officer of the old state act 
w’ihcta was held constitutional and 
in that capacity learned the weak­ 
nesses and. merits of the old act.

council. Confidence was expressed 
that the council would approve the 
committee’s plan today. 
The proposed 
scheme 
provides 
for the payment of annuities on a 
sliding scale of from 
2.000,000,000 
to 6,000,000,000 gold marks over a 
period of probably forty-two years, 
and also a 1 2 per cent advalorem 
tax on German exports, so that her 
creditors will be paid according to 
Germany’s increasing prosperity. 
The sudden ironing out of differ­ 
ences came after two days of a con­ 
tinually 
wrid%ning 
breach 
that 
that threatened to break up 
the 
conference, it being virtually sus­ 
pended except for private confer­ 
ences. Official French circles give 
the Belgian 
delegation credit for 
the success in reconciling the Bri­ 
tish and French viewpoints. 
The project in 
its final form, 
when approved 
by the supreme 
council, will be submitted to Ger­ 
many for acceptance as an agree­ 
ment outside of article 233 of the 
lienee treaty, which 
intrusts 
the 
reparations commission

The next Sunday the entire crowd 
came back and brought their friends 
with them. The Sunday school was 
established. The idea spread to other 
English villages, jumped to Prance, 
and then Germany, and lastly to the 
United States. 
Sunday schools are 
now in operation in every civilized 
nation in the world.

beneficial rains

heavy shipments 
predicted

that country. 
Publication of the 
heavy requirements 
of 
Germany 
were offset by the report that com­ 
mercial agreement has been reach­ 
ed between that country and Sov­ 
iet Russia, a s'Russia is said to have 
a carry over from

Germany, as that country offers the 
easiets outlet for Russia’s surplus. 
W eather and crop news from Ar­ 
gentine continues to be bearish.
